The Boera have been s^en drngjlng 
heavy artillery Tinta Ingoni. It is 
expecttd that ^hey will adopt tactics 
similar to tho«e they pursued at Dun- 
dee, demonstrattog <in one direction 
while attacking in anotber. 

The British intelligence department 
la completely informed regarding tbo 
Boer plana. Tbe enemy bftve, planted 
two guns, teld to be ttiose uaed in 
shelling Dundee, on a Kopje, two and 
a ball milea away.

Cape Town, Oct. 30— A dispatch 
from Maf(«ing, dated Oct. 23. say a: 

"A bombardment of tbe dty was 
commenced by the Boera a,t 7:« 
o'clock this morning from a range of 
two miles end a half miles, by a bat- 
tery 0* three Krupp* guns, throwing 
seven, nioe and IS pound explosion 
ahella. 

- "At the beginning the marUsman- 
sbip was erratic, but ultimately tbe 
gtmners got the range and sent a Ottm- 

"Comparatively little damage w3 
done. .X i.j..vcn^. vsiiita had been con- 
Terted into a hospital, was the chief 
anSenr, tbree of tbe ahella striking 
tbe building. Tbe ammunition ue(d by 
the Boers was apparently of an in- 
ferior quaUtr. There were no eaauai- 
tiea. 

"The British returned only one ebot, 

w-hlcb being well directed, diiabjcd one 
of the enemy's guns. 

"After three hours the Boers sont an 
envoy to aak It the town was prepared 
to Burreoder. Colonel Baden-Powell 
replied In ttie negative, but tbe Sbell- 
ing of the town was not resumed."' ■ 

A latter dlEpatch from Mafekipc, 
dated Oct 24. says: 

"The Boers are in .poMessioa ot the 
waterworks and have cut off the sup- 
ply. Tills occaeions no anxiety, be- 
cause ample supplh^ are aTallab!e in 
tanks and wells. 

"During a sortie tbe Britlsb en- 
countered the enemy tbree miles oft to 
the north. The Boers bad apparently 
hern warned, and returned our flio in 
earnest, wiith a well-handled macbiJiG 
gun. Aa our men bad no intention ot 
pressing an attack, they retired imme 
dlately. 

"Oommander Sydney Webb was se 
TCfely wounded, amd left behind dur- 
Int the retreat, but waa afterward r A 
cued by Trooper Stanoa. The con- 
duct of our men waa apleodid. Tbe en- 
emy 'a loat iDoidd DOt be aaeertalned." 

Thanked the Boera. 
Durban, Oct. 30.— It Is ofndaTiy an- 
nounced that Major Donegan. at Glen- 
coe has wired to the Transvaal, stat<> 
eeorsftary, F. W. Relta. at Pretoria, an 
expression of thanka oo behalf of all 
tbe Britlsb offlcers and men In tbe hos- 
pital at Glencoe fur the extiemt- kind- 
neaa shown them by tbe Boer ofllcere 
and Bven. The annouaotment sddt 
that the wounded are dotag well, and 
that none of the olBcers Is likely to 
die. All the flags are at half-ma&t in 
motlrnlng for the death of Sir William 
Pann Bymonda.

Durban, Oct 80.— Tbe following of-

"After the battle at Olencoe tbree 
•quadrooa 9t the EtghtaeaUi Hoasa r s 

with a maxim, a (OiBpUKi|tf||LI)ub- 
lin fuel leers and a Ml^Hnt of 
mounted inifantry, Colonel Moeller 
oommandlng, kept under cover ot a 
ridge north of the camp, and at 6:30 
p. m. moved down toward SandspruU. 

"0<n reaching tbe opeu the British 
force wias felled by tbe enemy, but 



without caauaities. Colonel Moeller 
led bis men round Tatan« hill In a 

southeasterly direction, across Vanfs 
Drift, captured several Boers ami saw 
the Boer ambulances retiring. Then 
with squadron B ot the Hussars, tbe 
maxim and tbe mounted Infantry, he 
crossed tbe Dundee- Vryheld railway 
and approached a strong force of the 
enemy, who opened a hot lire, wound- 
ing Lieutenant Lachlan. 

"Our earmlry retreated across Vant* 
Drift, the Boers pressing, Co!nn? 
Moeller held the ridge for som:- tinif 
but on Uu enemy enveloping his rUht, 
he fell back across tbe Spruit. Thi> 
maxim stuck In a water bole. Lieu- 
tenant Cape was wounded, three of the 
d&tacivent were killed and the hors.t 

of Major Orevllle and Captain Pollock 
were shot under them. 

"The force finally refo>rmed on a 
ridge to the north, which waa held for 
torn-: time. While Captain Hardy waj 
attending Lleutennr.'t Crum, who had 
been wounded, CoIjmuI Mueller's tc.rc 
retired Into a deflie, apparently in- 
tendinf to return to dup Impatl 
mountali^ hot ft waa iifot aaan aftor- 
ward."

Commerce, Navtsmtlon, Rxtraditlon 
aiul otliiT Itfliitioii-t Itctweea 
Feat'oful NatluiiH Will 
Boon be Restored. 



Washington, Oct 30.— An under- 
ctanding haa been reached by which It 

Is said tha'. negotiations will be opened 
soon at Madrid for a new treaty be- 
tween the United Statea and Spain. 
This will be the last step completely 
restoring the friendly relations be- 
tween the two countries. 

The war with Spain swept the old 
treaty out ot existence, and tbe only 
International! agreement now In ex* 
iatence is tbe peace treaty, which is 
confined to the events growing out ol 
tbe war, has no reference lo commerce, 
navigation, extradition and othet 
manifold relations between nations in 
times ot peace. The ccm'Irtg nego>tla- 
tlons will be for the purpose of form- 
ing such a treat) of commerce, amity 
and frleqflshlp. Tbe present condl* 
tion is quite anomalous, aa there is no 
baris on which persons could be extra* 
ditcd from Oue country to the other, 
or for the determination of any com- 
mercial difference which might arise. 
Fortunately there has been no case oe* 
casloning serious dltferences. 

Both sidi s expect that ihi' new treaty 
Willi be a great improvem nt on ths 
old, which waa an antiquated docu* 
m«4it, dating back to 1795. with many 
of Its provisions devoted to th« 
boundary br-twrn n Florida, then a po-;- 
session of Spain, and the United 
States. 

It has been thought that the Du« 
D'Arcos would conduct the3=' npgotla* 
tlons with the state (li'partnifnt here, 
but the minister is rather relieved at 
tbe understanding that the work will 
be carried on at Madrid. The United 
States minister there, Mr. Bellamy 
Storer, will act for tbe United States.
